Once moved and renovated, the home could be used by youth groups in 
Plano, according to M ary De Peri, sponsor of the Bowman Middle School 
Junior Historians. 
She explained that local teenagers could even restore the 75-year old 
home them selves. M rs. D ePeri suggested th a t the Junior Historians 
would want to take a m ajor part in the restoration. 
Chartered by the Texas S tate Historical Assn., the Junior Historians 
draw students from all over Plano. A city-wide chapter will be officially 
form ed at a m eeting in October. According to M rs. DePeri, this is the 
only such group to include students from several different schools within 
the city.

Collins Opposed To Boycott 


Claims Discrimination Could Endanger Peace 


Congressman James M. 
Collins has expressed his 
disapproval of the Arab 
economic boycott in a recent 
news conference held by the 
Investigations 
Subcomm­ 
ittee of the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. 
Congressman Collins, who 
is the ranking minority 
member 
of 
the 
Sub­ 
committee, dissented from 
the Subcommittee position 
which 
recom m ended 
passage of legislation that 
would prohibit American 
companies from complying 
with Arab requests for in­ 
formation tending to restrict 
trade policies. 
Congressman 
Collins 
enunciated his position at the 
beginning of his remarks. 
“I wish to make it abun­ 
dantly clear that I find 
t o t a l l y 
a b h o r r e n t 
discrimination based upon 
race, religion, creed or 
national origin,” he stated. 
“That being the case, I hold 


no brief with the ‘Arab 
Boycott.’ I believe, however, 
that the answer to the 
problems caused by this 
boycott cannot be found in 
the restrictive legislation 
that is being considered by 
the House and the Senate at 
this time,” he added. 


In 
answering 
his 
colleagues from New York 
and 
California, 
Collins 
elaborated, “This is a minor 
issue. The Committee staff 
spent nine months studying 
over 30,000 documents and 
found only 15 clauses they 
found questionable on the 
grounds of discrimination. 
“The real issue here is the 
fact that we have allowed the 
Arabs 
to 
become 
econom ically 
suprem e 
through our oil depen­ 
dency,” he continued. “The 
U.S. is currently importing 
41 percent of its oil, up from 
13 percent in 1969 before the 
embargo. 
While 
this 
situation expands, the Arabs 


can dictate the terms If we 
cut off trade with the Arabs, 
the Arabs have made it very 
clear that they will simply go 
elsewhere 
with 
their 
business," he reasoned. 
Collins also pointed out 
that the primary intent of the 
Subcommittee, namely to 
prohibit cooperation with 
boycott requirements by 
U.S. companies, is already a 
matter of law. 
"Section 369.2 of the 
Export 
A dm inistration 
Regulations 
proceeding 
from 
the 
Export 
Administration Act already 
specifically prohibits 
the 
furnishing 
of 
in­ 
formation...that has the 
effect 
of 
furthering... a 
restrictive 
trade 
prac­ 
tice... imposed by foreign 
countries against 
other 
countries friendly to the 
United States, which...has 
the effect of discriminating 
against U.S. citizens or firms 
on the basis of race, color, 
religion, sex or national 
origin,” he stated. 
“This regulation has been 
interpreted by the Com­ 
merce Dept, as prohibiting 
U.S. companies from an­ 
swering questions about 
their involvement in ‘pro- 
Israeli activities' such as 
support for the United 


Jewish 
Appeal," 
said 
Collins 
"It clearly and 
adequately addresses the 
boycott problem.” 
In answering questions 
from

Congressman Collins voiced 
his strong concern that the 
recommended 
legislative 
proposals could jeopardize 
peace in the Middle East.

Mao A Great Leader 


Most Successful Revolutionary 


By United Press Inter­ 
national 
Mao Tse-tung was one of 
the greatest leaders in the 
history of China. 
When he died at the age of 
82 he had achieved far more 
than most men dream about 
in a lifetime. 
History will mark him as 
one of the most successful 
revolutionaries the world 
has .ever known. But his 
most 
significant 
ac­ 
complishments, the fruits of 
his 
revolutionary 
cam­ 
paigns, were unifying China 
to a degree never achieved 
before and providing a basic 
standard of living for all in 
the world’s most populous 
nation. 
China was undergoing 
some political unrest when 
Mao died. More serious 
political struggle seems 
likely now that the stern 
guiding hand of the man the 
Chinese called "The Great 
Helmsman” is no longer 
there. 
This is just as Mao wanted 
it. 
Continuing 
turmoil 
— 
"class struggle” —was the 
most basic element in the 
Communist 
doctrine 
he 
preached and which, some 
claim, improved on Marxist- 
Leninist dogma. 
Almost from the time he 
left the cradle. Mao was a 
revolutionary. 
He was born Dec. 26. 1893. 
in the small farming village 
of 
Shaoshan 
in 
Hunan 
Province. 
He disliked—some say 
hated —his father, a stern 
farmer who grubbed to 
acquire land and wealth and 
raise his status above the 
poor peasant class whose 
cause Mao was to champion 
to the end. But he was fond of 
his 
illiterate 
peasant 
mother, a devout Buddhist 
By the time he was a 
young teen-ager. Mao had 
seen a severe famine, two 
peasant insurrections and 
public 
executions 
of 
rebellious peasants in his 
native province in 
south 
central China. 
Books became his ob­ 
session at a ver>’ early age 
" I went to the library in 
the 
morning 
when 
it 
opened,” he once said. "At 
noon I paused only long 
enough to buy and consume 
two rice cakes, which were 
my daily lunch. I stayed in 
the 
library 
every 
day 
reading until it closed.” 
While attending Hunan 
Normal 
School 
in 
Changhsha, the provincial 
capital, 
Mao became in­ 
volved in politics and socia­ 
lism. He helped organize a 
student 
political 
group 
called the "New People’s 
Study Society” . 
After graduation, in 1918 at 
the age of 24, Mao traveled to 
Peking where he went to 
work as an assistant in the 
Peking Urriverscty Library. 
There he came under the 
influence of Chen Tu-hsiu, 
who was to become, along 
with Mao, one of the dozen 
founding members of the 
Chinese Communist party in 
1921. Chen later lost out in a 
struggle with Mao and still 
was denounced by Mao as a 


traitor to Chinese com­ 
munism up to the time of 
Mao’s death 
After 
a 
period 
of 
cooperation between the 
Communist and Nationalist 
(Kuomintang 
or 
KM T) 
parties w as ended by a harsh 
crackdown on the Com­ 
munists by KMT leader 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek. 
Mao 
returned 
to 
Hunan. That was in January. 
1927. when Hunan was the 
center 
of 
the 
peasant 
revolutionary movement in 
China. 
Mao went out among the 
peasants. In March. 1927. he 
wrote one of his most im­ 
portant works. “ Report on 
an 
Investigation of the 
Peasant 
Movement 
in 
Hunan.” 
Taking 
issue 
with 
colleagues 
arguing 
for 
traditional dependence on 
urban workers to lead the 
revolution or for continued 
collaboration with the KMT, 
Mao correctly prophesied 
the role the peasants could 
and would 
play 
in 
the 
Communist revolution 
He 
also outlined the harsh 
revolutionary 
policy 
he 
would pursue to his dying 
day. 
Predicting that a peasant- 
led revolutionary 
storm 
would sweep across China. 
Mao also wrote 
in 
that 
report: "A revolution is not a 
dinner party, or writing an 
essay, or painting a pic­ 
ture. or doing embroidery— 
it cannot be so refined, so 
leisurely and genteel, 
so 
temperate, kind, courteous, 
restrained 
and 
mag­ 
nanimous. A revolution is an 
insurrection, 
an 
act 
of 
violence by which one class 
overthrows another.” 
After an abortive revolt- 
known as the "Autumn 
H arvest 
U p risin g ’’ —in 
Nanchang, capital of neigh­ 
boring Kiangsi Province, 
.Mao retreated to the Hunan- 
Kiangsi border region and 
established a guerrilla base 
in the Chingkang mountains 
Mao consolidated the base 
area, fought KMT troops and 
engaged in political struggle 
with his party colleagues. 
Mao developed guerrilla 
tactics which later inspired 
revolutionaries around the 
w orld: 
"Enemy advances, we re­ 
treat , 
"Enemy entrenched, we 
harass; 
"Enemy exhausted, we at­ 
tack; 
"Enemy retreats, we pur­ 
sue.” 
A series of extermination 
campaigns 
against 
the 
Communists forced Mao out 
of the base of 1934. That was 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
legendary Long March 
It was during the Long 
March —at 
the town of 
Tsunyi 
in 
Kweichow 
Province—that Mao had a 
showdown debate with his 
party 
colleagues 
He 
emerged from that meeting 
as undisputed head of the 
party, a position that only 
death could take from him 
The 7,5(X)-mile Long March 
ended in Yenan, in Shensi 
Province, 
north 
central 
China, in October 1935, the 


Communist 
headquarters 
until 
the final 
decisive 
battles with the Nationalists 
began 
Mao’s 
first 
extensive 
contacts with Americans 
came during World War II 
w hen the United States tried 
to persuade the Communists 
and Nationalists to join 
forces again the Japanese 
and to form a coalition 
government to avoid 
the 
bloody civil war that Mao 
eventually won. 
Mao 
proclaimed 
the 
formal 
founding of the 
People’s Republic of China 
on Oct. I, 1949. 
Slightly more than a year 
later China was at war with 
the United States in Korea. 
While the war raged Mao 
pushed ahead with drastic 
reform programs to build a 
new 
"socialist” 
China. 
These 
included 
bloody 
campaigns against landlords 
and 
some 
capitalist 
elements, large-scale land 
reform and formation of 
agricultural 
cooperatives. 
In 1958 Mao unveiled to the 
world one of his most am­ 
bitious projects, the people’s 
communes. He followed this 
with an economic drive 
called the "Big Leap For­ 
ward.” The original com­ 
munes proved unworkable 
and had to be modified. The 
"Big Leap” was a disaster. 
Mao gave up his position 
as chairman (president) of 
the Republic during a power 
struggle with party elements 
critical of his programs, but 
he succeeded in having his 
most 
vocal 
opponent. 
Defense 
Minister 
and 
Korean War hero Marshal 
Peng Teh-huai, purged Lin 
Piao took over as defense 
minister 
While others repaired the 
economy. Mao plotted new 
programs and revenge on 
those who had opposed him. 
Working closely with Lin, 
Mao 
mapped 
out 
the 
strategy that was to result in 
the Cultural Revolution in 
late 1965. During that chaotic 
period Mao succeeded in 
purging his then heir ap­ 
parent, President Liu Shao- 
chi. Party Secretary (gen­ 
eral Teng Hsiao-ping and 
scores 
of 
other 
old 
comrades 
To end the chaos wrought 
by the Cultural Revolution, 
especially the millions of 
youthful Red Guards Mao 
used to destroy the party and 
state structure, he was 
forced to call on the army. 
Lin took charge and the 
army 
was in control 
of 
almost everything in the 
country until the early 1970s, 
w hen .Mao began a campaign 
to reduce its nonmilitary 
role 
This put him at odds with 
Lin In September, 1971, the 
man 
who 
had 
been 
designated specifically by 
the party constitution as 
"successor” to Mao died in 
an abortive plot to seize 
power. 
.Mao launched a criticism 
campaign against Lin and 
soon turned it into a dual 
campaign lo discredit both 
the late defense minister and 
the ancient sage Confucius. 
While this was underway.

ailment that was to take his 
life on Jan 9, 1976 
Mao 
resented 
Teng’s 
activities and launched a 
campaign 
against 
him 
shortly before Chou’s death 
What particularly galled 
Mao was Teng’s refusal to 
follow his most basic policy, 
which puts class struggle 
ahead of all else. 
After Chou’s death, the 
anti-Teng 
campaign 
in­ 
tensified. The end for Teng— 
and victory for Mao-came 
in early April, 1976, when 
tens of thousands of people 
paying 
tribute to 
Chou 
during a Chinese festival for 
the dead rioted in Peking’s 
huge Tienanmen Square. 
Teng and his followers were 
accused of instigating the 
riots. Upon Mao’s proposal, 
Teng was dismissed from all 
posts "inside and outside the 
party” 
The battle with Teng in­ 
volved the same basic issue 
that had marked every 
major power struggle since 
the founding of the People’s 
Republic. 
This issue was whether 
political struggle to keep the 
party ideologically pure 
should 
be 
paramount 
or 
w h e t h e r 
e c o n o m i c 
development was the most 
important task. 
This was the battle that 
Mao was still waging against 
what he called "capitalist 
roaders within the party” 
when he died.

A.K.K. - Take the jacket back to the 
cleaner if he returned it stiffer than it was when it went 
to him. Ask his advice since he knows what was used for 
the deaning. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My complaint concerns next door 
neighbors who have no qualms about coming into one’s yard 
and tearing slips off of plants when the owner is not around. 
Some people I know have even had neighbors take vegetables 
out of their gardens. People resent the intrusion of these 
trespassers on their property. No matter how little they take I 
call that stealing. - RENEE. 
DEAR POLLY — I am allergic to soap and have to use a 
very expensive soap substitute. I can make a bar last much 
longer if I keep it on a sponge. After the bar is gone, there is 
enough soap in the sponge to use it alone two or three more 
times. This really helps. — PAULA. 
DEAR POLLY — In answer to a request in the column for a 
method for drying parsley, celery tops, etc. in an ELECTRIC 
oven I would like to pass on the way I do it very easily. Rinse 
and well drain the tops to be used. Place on a vented broiler- 
pan covered with paper towels. Spread the vegetables careful­ 
ly and do not stack. Space in between is important. Pre-heat 
electric oven to 200 degrees. Place pan with vegetables in the 
middle of the oven and cook without opening the door. Rack 
should be in the middle. Cook two hours then check to see if 
leaves are dry and if not cook another hour without opening 
the door and then turn off the heat. The heat from the element 
will then finish the cooking. Place in clean jars and seal. Do 
not leave out at room temperature too long as the leaves 
quickly pick up any moisture in the air. 
I always crumble the leaves a bit for easier storing and trim 
as much bulk as possible from both parsley and celery before 
drying. If I have lots of celery tops to do I put them in the oven 
just before I go to bed making certain the oven is set just 
UNDER 200 degrees and leave them all night. 
I am looking forward to using a recent Pointer about putting 
net over a dish drainer when draining fruit as this has always 
posed a problem when I made jam. — MARYANN. 
DEAR POLLY — Mrs. G E. wrote that she was having trou­ 
ble cleaning some silver that had been stored for a long time. I 
have some 50 year old trophies that cleaned up wonderfully 
with toothpaste made for cleaning dentures. They are shiny as 
new and no silver polish I had tried had worked. — MRS. C D.
